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Glen  Park  Wins  Trees  ! 


Chenery,  Randall,  Whitney  and 
Fairmount  Streets  will  soon  be 
beautified  by  the  addition  of  at 
least  46  new  trees.     This  award, 
the  trees  along  with  the  materials 
and  services  necessary  to  plant  them, 
worth  $9200  if  privately  con- 
tracted, was  the  3rd  place  prize 
in  the  Neighborhood  Treescape 
Competition  sponsored  by  the 
San  Francisco  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest . 

Lenda  Barth,  coordinator  of  our 
winning  neighborhood  group,  was  very 
pleased  when  she  learned  of  the  award 
"The  competition  was  stiff,"  she 
said.     "Groups  from  all  over  the 
City  submitted  impress ive- looking , 
innovative  plans.     One  plan  included 
no  less  than  400  trees!     Each  plan 
had  the  same  basic  goal--to  beautify 
the  area  targeted.     But  each  plan 
had  also  to  fulfill,  other  criteria 
-  such  as,   the  trees  were  supposed 
to  suit  a  neighborhood's  geo- 
graphy, architecture,  and 
environment  and  were  supposed  to 
reflect  its  social  and  cultural 
character.     All  the  plans  did  that 
quite  well,   so  the  judging  must 
have  been  extremely  difficult.  We 
feel  fortunate  to  have  won."  (An 
exhibit  of  all  the  entries  can  be 
seen  at  the  Ecology  Center, 
13  Columbus  Ave.,   through  Nov.  15.) 

The  46  trees  in  the  award  are, 


however,  according  to  Ms.  Barth, 
only  a  start.     SFFUF  will  allow  us 
to  purchase  more  trees  at  a  very 
low  cost  of  $50  each  (this 
includes  cement  cutting  and  hole 
digging).     Therefore,  since 
Chenery  Street  is  Glen  Park's  "Main 
Street",   an  appeal  will  be  made  to 
all  residents  of  Glen  Park  to  make 
donations  so  that  extra  trees  can  be 
planted  at  the  same  time  the  award 
trees  go  in.     "The  more  trees  we 
have,   the  more  evenly  we  can  dis- 
tribute them,   the  more  balanced  the 
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Neighborhood  Improvement 

Here  are  the  next  two  projects  on 
which  the  Neighborhood  Improvement 
Committee  intends  to  work: 

1.  Glen  Canyon  Park  --  the 
entrance  to  the  park  which  is 
located  up  the  hill  off  Sussex 
Street  is  baren  and  dangerous 
(people  have  fallen) .     A  plan 
will  be  drawn  up  to  improve  it. 

2.  The  Bernal  Cut- -San  Jose  Ave. 
from  Randall  Street  to  the 
Bosworth  St.   off ramp  is  a 
garbage  pit,   the  most  neglected 
freeway  area  in  the  county.  A 
campaign  to  get  it  cleaned  up 
--to  get  garbage  and  noxious 
weeds  removed- -and  to  have  some 
attractive  ground  cover  planted 
will  be  further  pursued.

30  Monterey  Blvd     San  Francisco  941  3' 
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Conservatory  Restoration 

By  now,  many  of  you  have  observed  the 
restoration  work  being  completed  on  the 
Sunny side  Conservatory  at  23^  Monterey 
Boulevard.    Andrew  Gottlieb,  a  local 
contractor  and  resident  of  Miraloraa 
Park,  was  awarded  the  restoration  con- 
tract with  his  low  bid  of  $82,500. 
Restoration  involves  strengthening  the 
building,  rebuilding  the  roof,  adding  the 
West  Wing,  which  had  been  demolished, 
removing  all  glass  and  replacing  gutters. 
The  roof  peak  will  be  crowned  with  an 
artichoke  motif  3*6"  tall.    The  existing 
white  wooden  fence  will  be  replaced  with 
a  wrought  iron  transom  fence  and  gate 
approximately  6  feet  tall  with  spindles 
spaced  every  five  inches.    The  gate  was 
contracted  to  Donald  K.  Smith  for  $6,700. 
The  restoration  should  be  completed  by 
January  I983. 

Tom  Fukuda  of  the  San  Francisco 
Bureau  of  Architecture  confirmed  that 
the  total  project  allocation  was  approx- 
imately $190,000.    The  balance  of  the 
$190,000  allocation  will  be  used  to 
both  restore  and  enhance  the  land- 
scaping on  the  Conservatory's  grounds 
and  rear  easement,  which  leads  to  Joost 
Street.    Jim  Rogers,  the  Assistant 
Superintendant  of  Parks  and  Squares 
estimates  the  value  of  the  dozen  exotic 
palm  trees  to  be  $k  -  5,000  each.  The 
palms  include  Sagos,  located  inside  the 
building  and  around  the  perimeter,  and 


Canary  Island  Palms,  similar  to  the  palm  s 
lining  Dolores  Street.    A  botonist  will 
soon  start  keying  the  various  plant 
varieties  on  the  grounds  and  make 
recommendations  for  landscaping  the  rear 
easement .
